W ashington, May 8.—Officers of the 
government 
received 
with 
joy 
the 
news that President Dia z had prom­ 
ised to resign when peace is restored, 
and are now hopeful of a settlem ent 
of the present difficulties in Mexico. 
It is believed here that the retirem ent 
of Diaz was practically forced by the 
announcement of Senor Francisco I. 
Madero, leader of the insurrectos, that 
he intended to march upon Mexico 
City. 
While the retirem ent of Diaz will 
unq uestionably tend to alleviate the 
seriousness of the present situation in 
Mexico, it is admitted at the depart­ 
m ent that the complete restoration of 
peace and the resumption of business 
will come slowly. 
A confusing situa­ 
tion will develop in Mexico through 
the retirem ent of Diaz. 
When he re­ 
tires, Ramon Corral, now vice presi­ 
dent, who is abroad for his health, 
w’ill become the constitutional presi­ 
dent of Mexico. Corral several week s 
ago resigned from the cabinet and 
went to Europe for medical treatment. 
He has not resigned as vice president 
of the country, and in an interview in 
Paris several days ago Insisted that 
he did not intend to q uit. 
Corral is 
unpopular in Mexico, and the insur­ 
gents would not agree to allow him to 
succeed President Diaz. 
Some means 
will have to be found of removing him 
from the tangled situation. 
It is expected here that Francisco 
Leon De La Barra, now m inister of 
foreign affairs, will become provision­ 
al president of the country, pending 
the holding of an election. 
The selec­ 
tion of De La Barra would be satisfac­ 
tory to the insurrectos. 
While the retirem ent of Diaz is re­ 
garded by the United States authori­ 
ties as a desirable development under 
the present circumstances, it Is in 
itself 
sufficiently 
serious 
to 
cause 
grave concern and uncertainty. 
Mex­ 
ico for many years has been held to­ 
gether by the strong hand of this 
ruler. 
W hether the country has now- 
reached a state of development fit for 
self-government in the broader sense 
is uncertain. 
Certainly a severe test 
will come when Diaz steps down and 
out. 


HOT COINS ID BE CROWDED OUT 


In a Manifesto Issued to the Mex ican 


Peo p!e the President Say s He Will 
Giv e Up Lo ng Lease on Office When, 
Acco rding to 
His Own J udgment, 


His Resignatio n Will Net Ee Fol­ 
lo wed by Anarchy. 


Mexico City, May 8.—President Diaz 
announces, in a manifesto issued Sun­ 
day night, addressed to the people of 
the republic of Mexico, his inten­ 
tion to resign his office immediately 
on the restoration of peace. The pres­ 
ident reserves to himself the privilege 
of deciding when the conditions are 
such as to mak e possible this .prom ­ 
ised resignation. In his own words he 
indicates that time will be “when, ac­ 
cording to the dictates of my con­ 
science, 1 am sure that my resignation 
will not be followed by anarchy.” 
President Diaz unmistak ably shows 
it to be his purpose not to retire w hfle 
the country is involved in war, and he 
further mak es it clear that he will not 
resign at any time under compulsion. 
The manifesto wms published this 
morning, and it will not be officially 
transm itted to the insurrectos. 
The 
president holds that he is responsible 
only to the people of Mexico, and the 
statem ent of his intentions shall only 
reach Madero and his followers inci­ 
dentally as it does the other people 
of the republic.

Madero had already sent out cour­ 
iers to bring back the marching army 
which had been started toward the 
capital, and machinery was at once 
set in motion for the peace commis­ 
sioners to meet this afternoon and for 
the officers of the insurrectos and fed- 
erals to sign up an armistice. 
Dr. Yasq uez Gomez states that he 
think s peace will now be secured. 
Francisco Madero, sr., expressed the 
sam e opinion. 
Judge Francisco Car- 
abajal, the federal commissioner, ex­ 
pressed the hope that the commission 
would get together at once. 
It is said 
that Orozco and Villa and their men 
had decided to disregard Madero’s or­ 
ders and attack Juarez at midnight 
last night if they had not heard of the 
proposed retirem ent of Diaz. 
Madero 
had declared against an attack on 
Juarez, fearing complications with the 
United States arising out of a battle 
so near the border, it being certain 
that El Paso could not escape the scat­ 
tering fire incident to a battle on the 
other side of the river.

America has been freely p arceled out 
in gifts since Columbus first set ey es 
up on the new' world. Most of the Unit­ 
ed States territory has been at soma 
time or other handed ov er to p ublic 
and p riv ate comp anies. 
New York, for 
ex amp le, fifty y ears after it had been 
sold for something like $25 was p re­ 
sented with other lands to the Duke of 
York by his brother, the king, and the 
name of the city is a witness this day 
to that transaction. 
The duke granted 
New Jersey to somebody else, and a 
fewT y ears before the king had carv ed 
out Mary land for Lord Baltimore. 
Pennsy lv ania was giv en to William 
Penn, the Quaker who founded the 
state, in p ay ment, it is said, of a debt 
that Charles II. owed Penn’s father, 
and the same monarch gav e both North 
and South Carolina to eight London 
gentlemen who stay ed at home, called 
themselv es the lords p rop rietors and 
liv t'd on the rents until the p eop le re­ 
fused to p ay any more and George II. 
took ov er the colonies. 
The story of Colonel Talbot at the be­ 
ginning of the last century is one of 
the 
romances of Canadian 
history . 
The colonel went out in 179 3 as an aid- 
de-camp 
to the gov ernor, 
and 
the 
founding of a colony became the ruling 
p assion of his life. 
He was giv en 100,- 
000 acres, which grew’ later to G50,000, 
on condition that be p lace a settler on 
ev ery 200 acres. 
Today this territory 
is occup ied by some of the most flour­ 
ishing towns in the Dominion, and at 
the beginning of Queen Victoria’s reign 
Colonel Talbot, w ho was then still liv ­ 
ing, was the recognized chief of tw en­ 
ty -eight towns, all of which bad been 
giv en to him y ears before as unoccu­ 
p ied land. 
Prince Edw ard Island, cov ering 3.000 
square 
miles 
and 
embracing 
such 
flourishing towns as Georgetown, C har­ 
lottetown and Priucetown, was giv en 
away in 379 7 to absentee p rop rietors 
and was bought back again on the or­ 
ganization of the Dominion of Cana­ 
da for £ 100,000. 
The Canadian com­ 
p any , founded in 1S2G, receiv ed a grant 
of 1,000,000 acres, and bought 2,300,000 
more at the rate of half a crown an 
acre. 
The mention of the Hudson’s Bay 
comp any recalls w hat is p robably the 
most famous gift of territory in his­ 
tory . 
In 1G70 Charles II. gav e Prince 
Rup ert by roy al charter territory 200 
or 300 miles wide around the eastern 
and southern shores of Hudson’s bay , 
in addition to a v ast emp ire of forest 
and p rairie. 
“ Rup ert’s Land,” as the 
territory was called, ultimately stretch­ 
ed across Canada, from the Atlantic 
end of Hudson’s strait to the shores 
of the Pacific. 
As rent for this ter­ 
ritory . cov ering 2,8 00,000 square miles, 
the comp any p aid to the king each 
y ear “two elks and two black bea­ 
v ers.” 
Something ov er forty y ears ago the 
Canadian confederation took ov er the 
comp any ’s monop oly for £ 300.000. but 
the comp any retained a twentieth p art 
of its lands. 
The original cap ital of 
the comp any was £ 10,500. and in two 
centuries its income from furs was 
£20 ,000,000. 
But the most amazing gift ev er m ade 
since the w’orld began was surely that 
made by Jam es 1. to Lord Stirling, the 
p oet, who was then his fav orite. 
On 
Sep t. 21. 3G21, King James, who m ust 
hav e been ex traordinarily deficient in 
geograp hy , made Lord Stirling, then 
Sir William Alex ander, a p resent of 
the whole of Canada. The gift, w’hich 
included Nov a Scotia and Newfound­ 
land, was confirmed by Charles I., and 
the p oet w as so mov ed by the high 
honor th a t he receiv ed that he p ub­ 
lished “An Encouragement to Colo­ 
nies,” a work that attained three edi­ 
tions. 
The gift became the subject of 
interesting legal p roceedings, and Can­ 
ada once more became the p rop erty of 
the crown. 
The city of Liv erpool was giv en 
away by William the Conqueror and 
again by nenry II., who bestowed it 
on “ the keeper of the castle and pris­ 
on of Lancaster.” 
King J ohn bought 
the site from this keeper and founded 
the city . 
Henry III. leased all the 
crown rev enues and roy al customs of 
Liv erpool to the Earl of Chester for 
£ 10 a y ear, and the town changed 
hands sev eral times between the reigns 
of Henry III. and Charles Stuart 
That unhappy monarch, being in a 
state of impecuniosity , offered the town 
for sale, and it was purchased by some 
London merchants, who in 1G32 sold 
the crown rights for £ 450. Forty y ears 
afterward the rights were purchased 
by the corporation. 
Bombay , the earliest settlem ent of 
the British in India, was so lig htly re­ 
garded by Charles II. that immediate­ 
ly after its cession to England he sold 
it to the East India company for £ 10 
a y ear.

Th.y 
and 
Face 
Fine, 
Imprisonment 
Loss of Citizenship. 
Ev ery time a fleet o f nav al v essels 
v isits po rt there are sure to be a num­ 
ber o f desertio ns. 
These co me abo ut 
fro m v ario us causes, and amo ng the 
deserters is alway s a large percentage 
o f recruits that co me fro m inland 
states. 
To these y o ung men the co n­ 
finement o f a ship and daily drills 
so o n beco me irkso me. 
This, added 
to seasickness, to which they are al­ 
mo st inv ariably subject, pro duces an 
irresistible desire to desert. 
In o th­ 
er instances desertio ns co me abo ut 
thro ugh the men beco ming into x icated 
and practically irrespo nsible while o n 
sho re leav e. 
In the meantime their 
v essel may sail. These men are no t at 
first termed deserters, 
but are set 
do wn as stragglers. 
If, ho wev er, after 
a perio d o f ten day s no thing is heard 
fro m them by the ship's o lhcers they 
are then co nsidered deserters. 
At the end o f the ten day limit their 
allo tment is sto pped, the bureau o f 
nav igatio n is no tified, and, in co n­ 
fo rmity to an act o f co ngress, their 
effects are so ld befo re the mast. 
The 
amo unt realized is placed to their ac­ 
co unt and the latter transferred to the 
deserters’ ro ll. 
At the end o f six 
mo nths, if they still hav e no t been 
heard fro m, their wages are declared 
fo rfeited to the United States. 
The 
penalty fo r desertio n is fine and im ­ 
priso nment as well as lo ss o f citizen­ 
ship. 
The reward fo r the reco v ery o f a 
deserter may no t ex ceed $2 0, and fo r a 
straggler the limit it $10. 
This sum, 
to gether with any ex penses incurred 
by the perso n capturing and deliv ering 
a deserter o r straggler, when it is paid 
by the go v ernment is charged against 
the acco unt o f the man. 
If the enlist­ 
ed man finds he has been left asho re 
and if he really had no intentio n o f 
deserting he may repo rt to the nearest 
nav al statio n o r if in a fo reign co untry 
to the United States co nsul. 
When 
this is do ne he is immediately tak­ 
en o ff the deserters’ ro ll and acco unted 
merely as a straggler, the punishment 
fo r which as a rule is light.—Marine 
Jo urnal.

Ring records are of no assistance, and 
so far as the state senate is concerned 
one cannot foretell its future actions 
by Its past record. 
The fight against the primary law 
by the strongest supporters of Sena­ 
tors Chilton and Watson has gone 
’merrily on during the past week, while 
those who are in favor of the primary 
reform are not idle and insist that the 
state senate will enact the legislation 
for which it has been called in ex tra 
session. 
Another peculiar feature of the con­ 
test is the apparent snubbing of the 
house of delegates. 
Both sides seem 
to think the higher branch of the legis­ 
lature is the answmr to the proposed 
legislation and the house of delegates, 
with more than forty Democratic m a­ 
jority, is almost entirely overlooked.
